‘Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Special.]— 
By the ratification of the treaty with Colom- 
bia at 7 o’clock this evening the construction 
of the Panama canal, under the direct man- 
agement of the government of the United 
States, practically is assured. 

The ratification was accomplished by the 
overwhelming vote of 78 to 5. Those in op- 
position were all democrats, but party ties 
were, of course, broken, therefore the build- 
ing of the Panama canal was voted, as 
should have been the case, without any sus- 
picion of partisanship. 

The five in opposition were the two Ala- 
bama senators, the two from Virginia, and 
Mr. Teller of Colorado, who opposed the 
canal chiefly because he said nature never in- 
tended to connect the two oceans on the line 
of the isthmus. 7 

Both parties are honestly entitled to the 
credit of ratifying the treaty; because, al- 
though the republicans voted solidly for it, 
some of them actually were opposed to the 
canal, 
fication at all without the democratic votes. 

In view of the overwhelming vote and the 
fact that the treaty was ratified wholly with- 
out amendment, it is believed that the gov- 
ernment of.

The ratifications of the treaty, therefore, 
probably will be exchanged within the next 
sixty days, the payment of the $40,000,000 
to the Panama company will be made im- 
mediately thereafter, and the actual, if not 
technical, sovereignty over a wide strip of 
land on the isthmus of Panama will be trans- 
ferred at once to the United States. 

* 

President Roosevelt will be prepared to 
eppoint a commission and thus¢@naugurate 
the work of actual construction as soon as 
the ratifications are exchanged. Before he 
leaves for the west he will have decided 
upon the personnel of the commission, which 
will be headed by Rear Admiral Walker, 
who has more personal knowledge of the 
engineering problems involved than any 
other man in the government service. As 
he is on the retired list of the navy, he is 


eligible for just such work, and no one who 


knows him will doubt his mental capacity or 
professional training. 

He almost certainly will have associated 
with him Isham Randolph, chief engineer 
of the Chicago drainage channel, who is ex- 
pected to bring to the work a practical knowil- 
edge of the new and powerful devices for 
cutting big ditches through rock, clay, quick- 
sand, or any other material. 

Rear Admiral Walker is authority for the 
statement, made before the Panama route 
was decided upon, that the actual property 
of the French company on the isthmus, ap- 
praised at a fair cash value, would not begin 
to be worth $5,000,000. All the rest of the 
money paid to the company is in the nature 
of a bonus for its good will, including, of 
course, the franchise it held from the gov- 
ernment of Colombia. 

It is believed that even this nominal value 
of $5,000,000 w will shrink to almost nothing 
upon thorough investigation. The machin- 
ery used by the French people is entirely an- 
tiquated. Most of it was modeled upon that 
used in the Suez canal, and it is said that 


none of it is of the type successfully resort- 


ed to in the construction of the drainage 
channel. 

The chances are that the government will 
get for its $40,000,000 paid to the Panama 
company and the $10,000,000 more to the 
Colombian government little except the data 
obtained by the numerous surveys at the 
beginning of the big ditch, sand, some minor 
harbor improvements, and, most important 
of all, a legal right to go to work on modern 
plans and with Yankee methods. 

After a short open session tomorrow, part 
of which will be devoted to the interminable 
Indianola case, the senate will take up the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty. The amendments 
made by the foreign relations committee are 
such a complete surrender to the sugar beet 
men and the operation of the reduced rates 
is so manifestly postponed for at least an- 
other year, that it is believed the senate will 
ratify the treaty by tomorrow night. 

It that cannot be done the treaty will have 
to be ratified without a quorum, because the 
senators already have begun to slip away. 
They expect a final adjournment tomorrow, 
and if there is any doubt about a quorum 
the treaty will be ratified in executive ses- 
sion without opposition and without the 
necessity for a record vote.

The registration of voters in Chicago yes- 
terday, although extremely heavy for a 
spring election, hardly came up to the ex- 
pectations of the political managers of either 
party. The figures were:

Although the number of voters registered 
was 67,585, there will not be that many new 
additions to the list of citizens entitled to 
vote. Probably 35,000 names will come oif 
the books on revision, representing those who

Possible Number of Voters. 


If 32,500 of the names are left to be added 
to the registration of 336,888, left over from 
the last election, the total will be from 
868,000 to 369,000 persons who are entitled 
to vote next month. A year ago there were 
353,848 who were eligible to vote, but that 
was an aldermanic election and did not ex- 
cite so., much interest. 

The large registration in 1901, on the occa- 
sion of the last mayoralty election, was due 
to the fact that it was preceded the autumn 
before by a presidential election, which left 
on the registry-books many names of citizens 
who never take the trouble to qualify them- 
selves to vote except once in four years. At 
the registration then, which compares with 
the one of yesterday, there were but 46,056 
names put on, and on revision over 47,000 
were stricken off. Thus on that occasion 
there were fewer on the books after regis- 
tration than before it. 


Both Parties Find Comfort. 


Managers of both parties claim to find com- 
fort in the figures of yesterday, although the 
gepublicans are more insistent in their claims. 
They point to the fact that the heaviest ret - 
istration in residence wards, where the homes 
are comparatively permanent, was in the 
Sixth and Seventh wards, both strongly re- 
publican. The figures of the Sixth ward 
especially, showing almost 3,000 new names 
added yestefday, is a matter over which they 
are congratulating themselves. 

The republicans also are happy over the 
showing of 2,381 in the Second ward, 2,419 
in the Thirteenth, and 1,008 in the little 
Thirty-fifth, where practically every voter is 
a republican and the total vote is less than 
7,000. Other republican wards like the Third, 
Highth, Thirteenth, Twenty-fifth, Twenty- 
sixth, Twenty-seyenth, and Twenty-eighth, 
they contend, made a good showing. . 

The republicans also think they can find 
comfort in the figures from the First and 
Eighteenth wards, where the lodging house 
vote is a factor. In the First the registry 
yesterday was 5,868, but it isa certainty that 
at least that number of names and probably 
more will be stricken off on revision, and the 
result will bring the total voting strength of 
this democratic stronghold down to about 
10,000. At the mayoralty election two years 
ago there were 15,527 people in the ward 
qualified to vote, and the great majority of 
them voted for Harrison. 

So in the Eighteenth it is estimated that the 
revision will strike from the books enough 
names to equal the 4,385 put on yesterday, 
thus reducing the voting strength of that 
democratic ward down to 9,000, while in 
1901 it could show 12,308 with nearly a three- 
quarters majority for the democratic ticket.

Before nearly 500 Irish-American men and 
women, guests at the St. Patrick's day ban- 
quet of the Irish Fellowship club in the Audi- 
torium, Archbishop James Hdward Quigley 
sounded the above warning and the declara- 
tion was cheered. « 


Basis of Nation’s Power. 


The statement was made in the course of a 
toast by the prelate to The President of 
the United States.“ In the address the pres- 
ent power of the nation was attributed to 
the fact that its citizens are God fearing, 
intelligent, and prosperous.”’ 

These three elements in the character of 
citizens were necessary, the prelate asserted, 
to the continued prosperity, and he declared 
that the people of this country never have 
and never will raise to the dignity and power 
of the presidency any man who is unfit, un- 
worthy, o~ unable to perpetuate by his own 
example these characteristics in the nation. 


Prosperity a Safeguard. 

“The prosperity of the people of the coun- 
try, and the country itself, is.one of its safe- 
guards,“ said the new archbishop in the 
course of his address. Where prosperity 
is discontent and revolution can have no 
place. God grant that the people will never 
elevate to the presidency a man who will 
disturb that prosperity. | 

The president is today the creation of the 
people, and in this fact consists at once the 
glory of the office and the security of the 
country, provided the people are God fearing, 
enlightened, and prosperous. It would not 


be glory to represent any other kind of peo-. 


ple, and that country would soon cease to 
be a free country where God fearing, en- 
and prosperous people * 


come what it is. Need I prove this to ag 
Were not the pioneers who subdued the 
trackless forests to cultivation and raised 
meeting houses and ¢hapel and church on 
every crossroad from Texas to Maine, and 
from Florida to Oregon; who set aside in 
every township in every state a place for the 
school; were they not preéminently God fear- 
ing, enlightened, and prosperous? Were not 
the country and the country’s president safe 
in their keeping? Did they not hand down 
to us a precious heritage of liberty preserved 
in a united and happy land? 
In the Fear of God. 

In their footsteps, then, we must follow, 
copying them in their knowledge and prac- 
tical fear of God, in their zeal for the educa- 
tion of the young, in that indomitable energy 
which made the desert bloom as the rose 
and themselves prosperous and happy in a 
prosperous and happy country. Their own 
presidents, coming from such stock, will con- 
tinue to be worthy men and safe custodians 
of the power intrusted to them. 

But if we Jose sight of God and right edu- 
cation, and by injustice, selfishness, and lack 
of affection for our brother man leave a 
country without religion, true enlighten- 
ment, and contentment, men will be chosen 
to this high and mighty office of president 
who will drag down the country with them- 
selves to destruction. 

Urges Them to Be Content. 

“Trishmen and descendants of Irishmen, 
it is not in you as a race to be anything but 
such men. No one will deny that you are 
God fearing men, seekers after enlighten- 
ment, and contentedly enjoying the pros- 
perity of this favored country. Continue to 
be so. Set your faces against the irreligion, 
error, and discontent which are beginning to 
stalk abroad in the land. Hold on to the 
traditions and teachings of your fathers. 

‘‘Cherish that love of liberty and of coun- 
try which has ever characterized your race 
and hand it down to your children. 

„Then you will have done your part, and 
it shall be no small part, toward the preser- 
vation of this ‘land of the free and the 
home of the brave from the dangers that 
lurk in the very freedom and prosperity with 
which God has blessed it.

Washington, D. C., March 17. —tspecial. }~ 
President Roosevelt has been presented with 
an official summary of the report of the an- 
thracite coal commission appointed by him 
last October. The full report is now being 
tranecribed, and the hope is that it will be 
finished in time to be presented to the senate 
tomorrow — before the final 
ment. 

The report of the commission will be a 
bulky document, but the conclusions reached 
can readily be summarized, although the 
members of the commission have been par- 
ticularly reluctant in regard to the details 
of their report. In a general way it is known 
that the commission recommends an average 
increase of weges amounting to about 10 
per cent of the existing rates. 

This is coupled with the genera! recommen- 
dation that the coal corporations should be 
more considerate of the modes of living of 
their employés and should discourage the 
extension of the truck system, and endeavor 
to arrive at a general system of arbitration 
regarding not only the question of wages 
but also of hours of labor, systems of weigh- 
ing, and the application of credit in the com- 
pany stores, 

on John Markle. 4 

The report will be particularly severe, it is 
said, on John Markle, the independent oper- 
ator. The testimony showed that he was 
particularly obnoxious to the men and that 
he exhibited but little concern for their wel- 
fare and that he was, on the whole, the kind 
of man to . rather than to break 
them up 

With regard 10 the question of the ol 
nition of the union, the commission does not 
make a distinct recommendation, because 
that question was practically settled between 
the operators and the miners while the om 
mission was still in session. 

On the whole, the commission will present 
the side of the men in a rather striking man- 
It will show that the miner gets less 
than his share of the profit of the mine and 
it will suggest in a way,that the great coal 
companies should take immediate steps to 
secure the confidence of the men by treating 
them with fairness. Great stress is laid in 
the report on the possibilities of successful 
arbitration and attention is called to the fact 
that none of the questions submitted to the 
commission would have been found impos- | 
sible of settlement by an impartial commila- | 
sion, 

Power of Mitchell Inferred. 

The personality of John Mitchell and his 

power for good or evil as the head of a great 


labor organization will appear by inference 


throughout the report. 
This document will by no means be 
on the side of the laboring man. On wess 


living wages through = an influence of 
the labor organizations he has built up for 
his own protection, his helper is by no means 
so well paid, and, in fact, is often reduced to 
the starvation point when the miner, who in 
this case is his employer, is living in poor 
man’s luxury. Furthermore, the miners’ 
union is severely scored for consenting to 
violence against nonunion men. Instances 
will be cited in which men were driven away 
from their work in a disabled condition when 
the only persons having motives for such 
saults were necessarily members of the union 
who had refused to go to work. 

The report will make a strong plea for the 
rights of the nonunion man, and will show 
that a labor organization which is stro 
enough to make 10,000 men lay down thei 
picks ought to be strong enough to prevent 
absolutely the application of the boycott with 
or without violence. | 

Taken as a whole, however, the report 
is distinctly favorable to the men, and it will 
urge the coal companies to recognize the fact 
that if their men are treated harshly the 
incentive to violence is increased, whereas 
permanent boards of arbitration would of 
themselves prevent violence, discourage an- 
archy, and guarantee good order. 

Economic and Social Problems. 

Aside from the actual questions at issue 
the report goes at great length into the eco- 
nomic and social questions involved. There 
are pages and pages of statistics in conven- 
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ing. the actual cost of mining coal, the rates 
of transportation, and similar subjects. The 
commission has endeavored. to show the 
modes of living of the miners, the average 
length of life, the condition of the old, and 
the question of educating the young. 
Members of the commission are enthust- 
astic about’ these features, and say that 
whatever may be thought of their recom- 
mendations there can be no doubt of the 
value of their report from a nen and 
economic standpoint.

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SCHWAB HOME AND WELL. 


STEEL TRUST PRESIDENT LAUGHS 
AT STORIES TOLD. 


Says He Never Felt Better in His Life 
and Found What He Went in Search 
Of—Declares Questions About His 
Conduct at Geneva Is Polite Way of 
Asking Him if He Is Insane—Knows 
Nothing of His Rumored Resigna- 
tion. | 


New York, March 17.— [Special. I—Charies 
M. Schwab, president of the United States 
Steel corporation, who went abroad last Au- 
gust in search of rest and health, got home 
today on the Kron Pring Wilhelm, looking 
much as though he had found both. When 
Mr. Schwab left here seven months ago he 
was in bad health, and some of his intimate 
friends were worried about him. 

He never looked better in his life than this 
afternoon when he came prancing down the 
gangplank of the big liner and held out both 
hands to a cfowd of men and women friends 
who were there to meet him. He has grown 
a trifle stouter, his cheeks are red, his eyes 
clear, and altogether he isa picture of health 
and strength. Mr. Schwab was accompan- 
ied by Mrs. Schwab, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph A. 
Schwab, his parents; Mrs. M. E. Kinsey of 
Loretta, Pa., his mother-in-law; and his sis- 
ter, Miss Gertrude Schwab. His brother, 
J. E. Schwab, who is president of the Amer- 
ican Steel Foundries company, met the party 
down the bay. At the North German Lloyd 
pier there were many people to meet Mr. 
Schwab and his party. 


Crowds at Office Windows. 

As the Kronprinz was steaming up to the 
pier off the foot of Rector street Mr. and Mrs. 
Schwab could see the windows of the offices 
of the United States Steel corporation on the 
twelfth floor of the Empire building. These 
windows were crowded with clerks and other 
employés of the offices, waving hats and um- 
brellas in the direction of the big sf®amer. 
Mr. and Mrs. Schwab waved back vigorously, 
but of course hardly were seen from the 
building. 

Asked about business matters, Mr. Schwab 
declared there was nothing new regarding 
the oft repeated rumor that he was soon to 
resign the presidency of the United States 
Steel corporation. He declared he really 
knew nothing about such things and could 
not consent to talk. 

‘*I simply had a delightful time,“ said Mr. 
Schwab. “And I got what I went after, 
which at the time was perfect rest. I went 
away last August and I think I can say Iam 
much improved in every way. I feel better 
and stronger than for years. Most of the 
time since I left here I spent in the Mediter- 
ranean, and you can understand how com- 
pletely I cut off all business cares when I 
tell you that for months I did not set foot off 
the yacht.” 

Knows Nothing of Resigning. 

“Is it true that you are going to resign?” 
was asked. ‘ 

“I don’t know anything about such 
things, said Mr. Schwab, laughing. Ask 
some of my friends here (pointing to men 
who met him); they know all about it, I 
guess. I do not desire to talk about steel 
or about business now. 

“I bought no works of art abroad save 
a Rubens and two statues, which I ordered 
from Jean Leon Gerome, representing labor 
and metallurgical science. I do not know 
wien I will get these statues, but as they are 
for my new home in Riverside drive, which 
will not be completed for some time, there is 
no special hurry.“ 

Mr. Schwab was asked about the reports 
abroad that at one time he was seriously ill 
there and raced around Lake Geneva in a 
launch. 

Was Not Insane in Geneva. 

Tes, he said, I saw those stories. 
That isI heard ofthem. Now, as to my being 
dangerously ill, do I look like a sick man, 
and as to racing around Lake Geneva in a 
launch, do I look like a crazy man?

DELIVERED IN ST. THOMAS’ CHURCH.’ 
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The Rev. J. J. Carrolfof St. Thomas’ Roman Catholic parish preached his St. Patrick's 
day sermon in Gelic yesterday in the church at Fifty-fifth street and Kimbark avenue. 
In the sermon Father Carroll spoke of the life and works of the patron saint, showing 
how during his lifetime Ireland became the home of the Christian faith and the missionary 


power of the world. A translation of the foregoing manuscript section of the sermon 


follows: 


| O, Christians: The scripture says that the kingdom of God is like a little grain of 
‘seed, which is planted in the soil, and grows after a little greater than all herbs and becomes 
a tree, and the birds of the air come to lie at rest in its branches.

And the soil in which it is sown is the human heart. It is clear to behold that the increase 
of faith was vast and widespread throughout the kingdom of Ireland. That was the land 
in which the harvest brought back a hundredfold and more. 

„For in a single age, in the lifetime of St. Patrick himself, all the people forsook the 
idolatry ot Baal for the faith of Jesus, the Savior. It was a full, great, and rich har- 
vest that Patrick garneréd tnto the church of God. In the space of sixty years there tame

Since Monday morning the corn pit has 
been required to swallow a good many mil- 
lion bushels of the May, and the trade is now 
wondering as to the length of time which will 
be consumed in the digestive process. Con- 
servative estimates on the Armour sales on 
Monday are put at 5,000,000 bu. It is consid- 
ered altogether probable that the same inter- 
est disposed of fully half as much yesterday, 
and there is a story that in doing so more cr 
less of a coup was practiced on the Cudahy 
people, the next largest holders, and also 
sellers. Insignificant quantities of the 
Cudahy holding of July corn came out yes- 
terday morning, but it was taken back later, 
when the market turned and showed every 
disposition to recover at least a part of the 
substantial loss made 8 But a lot of 
Cudahy May corn was sold. It is a matter of 
common belief that the Cudahy people held 
fully half as much corn as the La Salle street 
interests, and it is far more of a certainty 
that the market on Monday and a part of 
yesterday was taken away from the provision 
people. They may not have much of a paper 
loss, but the present glutted state of the mar- 
ket clearly makes it impossible for them to 
sell any considerable quantity without bring- 
ing about a decline which could ill be afford- 
ed. The cash market yesterday was in little, 
if any, better shape than the day before. 
Low grade corn is going begging, and the 
demand for the higher grades does not 
amount to much. Not a bushel was reported 
yesterday in a local way for shipment, al- 
though New York exporters were moderately 
active. If the business done on the first two 
days of the week is any criterion, the Brad- 
street figures on Friday will make a sorry 
showing. 

Members ot the National Hay association, 
through George 8. Bridge, its president, are 
making strenuous efforts to defeat senate 
bill 92, the purpose of which is to force 
every consignee of carload freight shipped 
over any railroad now or hereafter doing 
business in Illinois to unload the same within 
24 hours after the car is placed on the side 
track at point of destination. The demurrage 
provided for in this bill is $1,00 per car for 
every 24 hours or fraction thereof. The bill 
was introduced by Senators Pemberton of 
Oakland and Albertsen of Pekin, and is 
alleged to have a railroad origin. It has 
aroused a good deal of antagonism in local 
board of trade circles, especially the hay 
branch of the trade, which is a large one, 
Committees have been appointed to work for 
the defeat of the measure.

PIECE OF BRAIN REMOVED 
To SAVE LIFE OF A MAN. 


Paralysis Threatens to Kill Car Inspec- 
tor Who Had a Tumor in His Skull 
Operation Delicate and Unusual. 


New York, March 17.—[Special.]—Henry 
Inselman was the subject of one of the most 
remarkable and delicate of operations when 
the surgeons in St. Catherine’s hospital, 
Brooklyn, removed one-eighth of his brain, 
which had become affected by a tumorous 
growth. The patient rallied splendidly from 
the operation, and it is said he will live, 
Inselman is 51 years old and a car inspector 
of one of the street railways. 

About six years ago he was struck on the 
left side of the head by a passing car, badly 
bruising him and rendering him unconscious 
for several hours. After being confined to 
his home on Melrose street for severai weeks 
he had, to all appearances, entirely recov- 
ered, went to work again, and thought no 
more of the accident. 

But about six months ago he began suf- 
fering from severe headaches and violent 
attacks of dizziness, which compelled him 
to stop work, often for weeks at a time. 
This continued until he became partially 
paralyzed on the right side. 

After a thorough diagnosis, it was an- 
nounced Inselman was suffering from a tu- 
mor on the brain, and an operation was 
immediately decided upon as the only hope 
of saving his life. Dr. Mathias Figuiera of 
14 Stuyvesant avenue took charge, and after 
a second diagnosis the tumor was located on 
the left side. 

An operation was ene by Dr. 
Figuiera, assisted by Dr. Gare and other 
physicians of the St. Catherine staff. An 
incision was made directly above the left 
ear three inches long to the top of the skull 
and another four inches long over the frontal 
bone, extending down to within two inches 
of the nasal ridge, then a third, parallel to 
the first, going down over the forehead to 
within two inches or more of the left eye. 
After which the flap of flesh made by these 
incisions was drawn down over the side of the 
head and small holes bored through the skull. 
Through these holes a fine steel wire saw 
was passed and the portion between the 
openings in the skull was taken out. 

The surgeons found the tumor in the upper 
side of the opening. This they immediately 
cut from the brain — leaving a 
cavity as large as an e 

The removed portion a the skull was then 
replaced. 


STANDARD OIL To ENLARGE 
ITS PLANT AT WHITING, IND. 


Company Will Spend $3,000,000 in 
Buying Property and in Erecting 
Several New Buildings. 


The Standard Oll company will spend 
$3,000,000 this year in enlarging its plant at 
Whiting, Ind., according to reports from 
‘that town. A new refinery, a new can fac- 
tory, new tanks, and other buildings are to 
be erected. 

To make these improvements it is said the 
company has bought nearly all the property 
embraced in the strip called Oklahoma.“ 
This tract of land is about a mile long and 
two or three blocks in width and divides the 
present Standard Oil holdings. 

This strip is occupied by 800 people, most 
of whom are Poles and Hungarians. Their 
houses have been bought by the company, 
it is reported, and will be moved free of ex- 
pense to any other part of the town desired 
by the owners. A general order to move by 
May 1 has been issued to these people. 
There is a private cemetery on the strip 
for which the company is negotiating. The 
owner hesitates to close the deal, it is said, 
until he is assured the dead buried there 
shall be cared for as the families desire.

FALL ENDS RACE FOR LIFE

Frederick Williams Runs from a Train, 
Takes Long Plunge, and Escapes 


A race for life ended yesterday when Fred- 
erick Williams, 8846 Houston street, plunged 
twenty-five feet to the balance pit of the 
new Taylor street bridge and landed in the 
mud and slush. After he had been hauled 
out it was found that his most serious in- 
jury was to his feelings.

ESTIMATED BELOW $15,000. 


city Hall Experts Figuring on Result 
of Council’s Action—Complaint That 
Mr. Hanberg Is Holding Back Money 


| around the eity hall yesterday 
were disposed to fix the amount the next city 
treasurer will receive under the action of 
the council Monday night ——— rather than 
over $15,000. Assistant Treasurer Gookin 
said that Ald. Mavor’s estimate of $10,000 as 
the cost of maintaining the office was far 
too low. The chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, however, insisted his estimates were 
correct. 

There is also considerable dispute as to 
what the balances in the city treasurer’s 
hands next year will be. 


Reason for the Fifty Per Cent. 


Speaking of the mayor’s statement when he 
vetoed the item in the appropriation bill al- 
lowing the treasurer 50 per cent of the in- 
terest. Ald. Jackson of the finance commit- 
tee said: 
“The original intention was to allow 50 
per cent on the general revenues, not allow- 
ing the treasurer any of the interest on the 
sinking funds. At the last moment, how- 
ever, Cerporation Counsel Walker informed 
us such a course would be illegal and the 
sinking funds would have to be considered in 
the same class as the other moneys in the 
treasurer's hands. That i the way the 50 
per cent got into the bill instead of 40 per 
cent.“ 

Says Hanberg Holds Back Money. 


Controller McGann wrote to County Treas- 
urer Hanberg complaining that the city was 
getting returns from general taxes even 
more slowly this year than last. He set 
forth that so far he had received only $225,- 
000 from Mr. Hanberg, while a year ago at 
this time the town collectors had given him 
$1,517,098. 

Mayor Harrison was of the opinion that 
the republicans were trying to embarrass 
his administration by withholding money 
from it. 

“If they try that,“ he sald, they will 
find it a boomerang. It will be the same 
kind of a boomerang as it would be if they 
bring resident Roosevelt here to speak dur- 
ing this campaign.“ 

The civil service commission has decided 
adversely on the plan of punishing police 
officers by reducing them in rank. It held 
the only punishments pogsible for bad be- 
havior were fines or dismissal. 

The objection raised to reduction in rank 
was that it would punish the innocent as 
well as the guilty. A case was supposed 
of a captain being reduced to a lleutenant. 
This would force the reduction of a lieuten- 
ant to make room for him.
